The “ gin-traps ” of some beetle pupae. 
[ Abstract. ] 


It has been found that the pupae of some PrinopAcTYLIDAE, DRYOPIDAE, 
DERMESTIDAE, and TENEBRIONIDAE possess abdominal organs which resemble 
gin-traps and which can, and do, pinch the antennae and legs of other insects 
that may attack them. A device of this kind does not appear to have been 
recorded previously for any pupa. It will be shown that in the DERMESTIDAE 
the number of gin-traps is reduced as new habits and structures which serve to 
protect the pupa are developed.
